When everything that savored of 


Royalty was dropped it was called 
Fort Hancoct and in:180S received the 
'name of Fort Constitution and was in 
early times .manned entirely by citi- 
zens of New Castle who were exemp- 
ted from all other military duty. 


The first commanding 
officer 
was 


Richard Cutts'ln 1674: whose Lieuten- 
ant was Elias StOeman, both men of 
this town. 


This fort though 
several ''times 


alarmed has never fired a belligerent 
gun. Paul Revere, before his famous 
ride throush Middlesex galloped from

-and Established Over 60 


Years Ago 


The latest curtail movement by the 


Boston and Maine -is the order to close 
the station at Massabesic 
on . the 


Portsmouth branch of the Southern di- 
vision which will cease to operate on 
Sept. 1 after an existence of more than 
GO years. 


Lack of business at this old land- 


mark in the outskirts of Manchester, 
is the official reason given for closing 
the station. 
Notices announcing ,th 


discontinuance of the station 
-hav 


been posted by the Eostona nd Main. 
railroad. They are signed by S. E 
Miller, superintendent of the 'Southern 
division of the B. and M., whose of 
fices are at Goncird. 


While the Macsabcsic station wil 


cease to be on Sept. I, r.rraugements 
may be made to establish a flag sta- 
iion, where a real railroad station once 
flourished. Flag stations &r.e common 
under such circumstances. J3ut. in so- 
far as the sale o£ railroad tickets are 
concerned, Massabesic will be off the 
map. 
The station will be absolutely 


"closed to all b'jbiness. It wiir be ten- 
»ntles£. 


C. Ht Osgood, station master for a 


long period of years, retires when. Mas 
sabesic registers a shut down. He will 
have no successor. 
When he passes 


out the'Station doors will close bo^ii. id 
out the station dors.will close" behind 
him and it is claimed, will never again 
be /reopened. 


Picnic parties-flocked to Massabesic 


50 and 60 years ago. About.all church 
and school picnics were held in Offut's 
grove, alongside the railroad. A^nd all 
of tHese people were carried ^out to the 
lake by steam train. This was long, 
before the advent of either horse cars,] 
electric cars or motor vehicles, whose; 
coming spelled the collapse of a pub- 
ic carrier, upon whose coming and go- 
ng, the people of Manchester were once 
wont to depend. 


Conditions have vastly changed since 


the old days when Massabesic railroad 
station was the most popular stopping 
-place lor, .Manchester people on the 
Portsmouth branch, originally con- 
trolled by the Concord and Portsmouth 
railroad; and l;uer passing into ^he 
'hands, of the Boston and Maine.
